BOUNDAKY. 


Years ago the government made an 


appropriation for a survey of 
the 


boundary line of California and Ne-] 
vada from lake Taboe south to the 
Colorado river. A. W. Von Schmidt, 
an engineer of note, was given charge 
of the -work and established the line, 
the initial point being in lake Tahoe, a 
part of which is in Nevada. Of late 
years California has been asserting that 
a part of the territory given to Nevada 
by the Von Schmidt survey rightfully 
belonged to California. The press and 
the politicians harped on the subject 
to snob an extent that congress re- 
cently made an appropriation to resnr- 
vey the boundary, and Professor Dav- 
idson of the coast survey has been des- 
ignated to superintend the work. 


The north end of the line between 


Nevada and California intersects the 
120th meridian in lake Tahoe on the 
29th parallel, from which point north 
to Oregon the 120th meridian forms the 
boundary between Nevada and Califor- 
nia. From the point of intersection 
south the boundary runs diagonally to 
the Needles on the Colorado river. 
This is the line which is to be resur- 
veyed by Professor Davidson. 


Californians assume that the new 


survey will move the initial point, that 
is the intersection of the 89th parallel 
and 120th meridian, from its present 
position near the center of lake Tahoe 
to the eastern shore of that lake and 
will give California a long slice of ter- 
ritory, now claimed by Nevada from 
lake Tahoe south to Needles. This 
would place a part of what is now 
Douglas, Esmeralda, Nye and Lincoln 
counties, Nevada, in California. 


It is not probable that the expecta- 


tions of the Californians will be real- 
ized, as Von Schmidt was a competent 
surveyor and doubtless as capable ol 
determining the true boundary line of 
California and Nevada as those who 
will make the new survey.

Senator Stewart Electrifies Ogden on the 


Stiver Question—The Tree Coinage 
Resolution Passes the Congress. 


Special to the JOUBNAL.] 


OGDEN, Utah, April 27.—Last evening 


was the battle of the giants. 
The 


great question of silver coinage was 
debated between CoL John F. Irish of 
California on the negative and Senator 
W. M. Steward, Nevada's venerable 
silver patriarch, for the affirmative. 
Col. Irish spoke for an hour, aud was 
'ollowed by Nevada's silver champion. 


Senator Stewart opened his speech at 


9 o'clock and closed a few minutes after 
11 F. M He reviewed the history of 
money from tha earliest day and de- 
clared that value was governed by 
limitation of quantity and desire to 
have. Thence he traced the history of 
money, gold and silver, to 1873. He 
reviewed the history of the demoneii' 
zation and how it was done. He called 
t a crime and a fraud on the people 
and gotten through with a trick, and 
;hen explained' the modus operand! 
On the close a storm of applause 
greeted him. It was a grand and noble 
speech, the like of which has never 
been heard in Ogden. 


To-day the congress voted on the 


question, the result of the vote being 
as follows.

Following this vote Spence of the 


committee on resolutions reported a 
resolution asking for the admittance of 
;ae territories in the Union. There 
was no objection to the Arizona reso- 
lution, but the Utah resolution aroused 
a big fight, in which the Liberals of 
this territory opened the ball opposi- 
tion by Judge Barker, mayor of Sail 
Lake, who opposed the introduction in 
this congress, for the reason that in 
Utah there are differences of opinion 
on the proposition to give statehood to 
the territory, and he thought that the 
people should be allowed to settle the 
matter between themselves.

ion and arrangement and the large 
umber of world famous guests present 
was the most splendid ever given in the 
new world. 


Besides the president and advisors, 
he chief legislative body of the United 
States and the Spanish grandee, lineal 
descendants of Christopher Columbus, 
here were diplomatic corps, admirals 
and subordinate officers of every great 
naval power in the world, governors of 
neighboring states and famous army 
officers. It was. in fact, a gathering of 
elebrities so gloriously arrayed that 
he oldest and most traveled guest ac- 
knowledged that seldom or never be- 
ore had he seen a parallel to the gor- 
geous picture presented. 


The decorations were rich and elab- 


orate. The main entrance was draped 
with pure white 
smilax, asparagus 


sprays and cut flowers. Rare exotics 
were profusely distributed and my- 
riad tiny electric lights shown from 
he mass of flowers and verdure. In 
the centre of the garden thousands of 
sprays of lillies of the valley formed 
an arch. Across the rear of the am- 
phitheatre in huge letters of light were 
he words "A New World Welcome." 
A magnificent model of the capitol 


at Washington, created out of white 
flowers, and illuminated with electric 
lights, rested upon the stage of the as- 
sembly room. The entire roof of the 
garden was bung with a canopy of 
rhite and gold, dependent from which 
«ere hundreds of clustering flags of all 
nations. 


The large box was occupied by Mayor 


Gilroy, and President Cleveland's box, 
which was magnificently decorated, 
was on the right of the mayor's. 
The 


boxes occupied by the Duke Weegu and 
party was on the left of the mayor's. 
The other boxes on the first tier were 
occupied by members of the United 
states supreme court, the diplomatic" 
corps and by Governor Flower and 
staff. Tho arena boxes were occupied 
by the admirals of foreign and Ameri- 
can fleets and attending officers.

jor General Schofleld, commanding the 
army, and Major General O. O. Howard 
with suites also occupied boxes in this 
tier. Two bands furnished the music, 
The doors of the garden were thrown 
open at 9 o'clock and almost immedi- 
ately afterwards the guests began to 
arrive. The president, having other 
engagements during the evening did 
not arrive with his party until some- 
time after the ball began, at 10 o'clock.

NEW YOMC, April 27.—The greatest 


of all great naval parades is a thing of 
the past.

The crack ships of ten nations had

ging' hung in pearly drops from the 
brass works. • Dress uniforms were 
abandoned for storm coats and jackets, 
aid instead of being in holiday rig 
everything was in every day attire. 


Promptly ot 1 o'clock President 


Cleveland and party left the Victoria 
Hotel and drove to the dock, em- 
barked on the steamer Dolphin and 
steamed away to review the squadron 
in spite of the still unfavorable 
weather.
